29. Applicant amendment filed on 08/09/2005 has been considered but they are not persuasive: 
Applicant argued in substance that : 

(1) " no motivation to combine these two references based upon the knowledge of a person of ordinary skill in the art". 

(2) " combination of references would not teach " a plurality of SSL application programming interface( API) calls for communication 
between the appication process ans SSL wrapper process". 

( 3), " reference does not held alleviate the depletion of available computer resources as the number of requesting process and SSL 
session grow". 

(4 ) " Combination of refenrence would not teach shared SSL session". 

(5) " Brendel does not teach multiple processes using the same SSL session". 

30. Examiner respectfully disagreed with Applicant's remarks: 

As to the point(1), both references of Elgamal and Stunnel teaches network communication using SSL( Secury sockects layer). 

As to the point (2), Elgamal teaches a client application calls WinsockDLL in turn , calls the SSL library( col 12, In 33-40). 
WisockDLL is a wrapper for the application communication. 

As to the point(3), " reference does not held alleviate the depletion of available computer resources as the number of requesting 
process and SSL session grow" was not in the claim limitation. 

As to the point(4), Brendel teaches the same encryted session to the same server( col 7, In 25-30). The same encryted session is 
a shared session since the same encyted session is used for the same server. 

As to the point(5), multiple processes using the same SSL session was not in the claim limitation.
